(b) A certificate signed by a gov- 
ernment veterinarian that they have 
been subjected to the tuberculin test, 
'and found free from _ tuberculosis. 
| Such certificates must show the date 
of testing and chart of reaction, with 
a description of the aninial, giving age 
and markings. The importer may be 
required to swear that the certificate 
refers to the animal represented. 


(c) A certificate of inspection sign- 


| 


ed by a government veterinarian, 
showing that the animals are free 
from contagious disease, and that no 


/contagious disease of cattle (excepting 
| tuberculosis and actinomycosis) exists 
in the district whence they came. 

(d) When not accompanied by such 
certificates the animal or animals 
must be detained in quarantine one 
week, and subjected to the tuberculin 
test. 

(e) Should they be found tubercul- 
ous, they must be returned to country 
trom which shipped or slaughtered 
without compensation. 

Fat cattle and cattle for feeding, 
including range cattle for stocking 
ranches :-— 

This class of animals shall be ac- 
companied by a certificate of inspect- 
ion sigeed by an official veterinarian, 
showing that the animals are free from 
contagious disease, and that no con- 
tagious disease of cattle (excepting 

| tuberculosis and antinomysosis) exists 
| in the district whence they came. 
Settlers’ cattle:— 
Settlers’ cattle when accompanied 
| by certificates of health, to be ad- 
_micted without detention; when not so 
accompanied, they must be inspected. 
| Inspectors may subject any cattle 
showing symptoms of tuberculosis to 
| the tuberculin test, before allowing 
them to enter. 
| Any cattle found tuberculous, to be 
| returned to the United States, or kil- 
_led without indemnity.

Swine :— 

Swine may be admitted for breed- 
| ing purposes, subject to a quarantine 
| of fifteen days. 


| Swine may be admitted when form- 
ing part of settlers’ effects when ac- 
| companied by a certificate that swine 
plague or hog cholera have not existed 
| in the district from whence they came 
for six months preceding the date of 
shipment; when not accompanied by 
such certificate they must be subject 
| to inspection at port of entry. If 
found diseased, to ba slaughtered with- 
out compensation. 

N. B.—There are also special pro- 
visions affecting the slaughter, curing 
| and packing of swine in bond. 

Sheep :— 
Sheep for breeding and feeding pur- 
poses may be admitted subject to in- 
| spection at port of entry, and must be 
| accompanied by a certificate signed by 
a government inspector, that sheep 
scab has noi existed in the district in 
which they have been fed for six 
months preceding the date of impor- 
tation. if disease is discovered to ex- 
ist in them they must be returned or 

| slaughtered. 


Sheep for slaughter will be admit- 
ted without certification and inspec- 
tion. 


Horses and roules :— 


Horses may be admitted for gener- 
al purposes, for sale, or for stocking 
| ranches, and also cow ponies for cat- 
| tle ranches, or horses which form part 

of settlers’ effects, on inspection at 
| port of entry only. 

Horses may be admitted for racing, 
show, exhibition or breeding purposes 
| on inspection at the port of entry. 
| Horses may be admitted for pastur- 
ing or winter feeding, on inspection at 
the port of entry. 


Horses may be admitted for tem- 
| porary stay, teaming or pleasure driv 
|ipg at points along the frontier, for 
| @ period not exceeding one week, by

tended for one week, but no longer. 
Should he observe nasal discharges or

There is in the United States a large 
floating population, composed of men 
with no fixed place of abode, and of no 
particular occupation. Whenever a 
railway or other Jarge work is being 
constructed, these men flock te the 
scene. The existence of such a popu- 
lation is a convenience to contractors, 
and hence they get most of the employ- 
ment givenon such works. Even in 
the building of the C. P. R., while em- 
ployment was largely given to our own 
people and to men who settled in the 
country, yet employment went largely 
to people of another country, who 
were not of a kind to settle anywhere, 
and who took theirpmoney out of the 
country quite as effectually as if they 
had hailed from China. 


Tt seems desirable that the millions 
of dollars to be spent in wages, should 
go, if possible, to men who will stay in 
the country. There are settlers, and 
setilers’ sons, to whom employment at 
good pay would be of valuable assist- 
ance in their work of building. up 
homes. Then again there are thous- 
ands of young men in the eastern proy- 
inces, especially in the maritime prov- 
inces, who every year drift across into 
the adjoining States, simply because 
they cannot afford the cost of passen- 
ger tickets and other travelling ex- 
penses, necessary to taking a look at 
the Canadian west. 


We hope that this matter will be} 
carefully attended to, and that the | 


country will not lose the benefit inci- 
dental to railway construction, which 
it might just as well have as not. 
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All Canada will have reason to re- 
rejoice if the results prove that Hon. 
A. G. Blair is big enough to see, that 
the Crow’s Nest Pass railway question 
brings the Laurier government face to 
face with the oppertunity of a lifetime. 
If the government should only decide 
to not only build, but to operate the 
Crow’s Nest Pass railway, it will gain 
strength among independent Canadians 
which will more than repay for any 
losses it may incur through the hostil- 


ity of the C. P. R. or its allies. To 
build and operate the Crow's 
Nest Pass road under govern- 


ment control would involye many of 
the problems which will trouble the 
North-West in the future. The Can- 
adian Pacific at present meets more 
than the needs of the country, but 
when the couniry fills up, the C. P. R. 
could not begin todo the work. It 
will be proof of Mr. Blair’s stateman- 
ship if he protects the future inter- 
ests of the country in his settlement 
of the Crow’s Nest Pass railway ques- 
tion.—Telegram.

A public meeting called by the 
liberal association of Stony Plain 
was held in the Stony Plain 
Centre school house on Friday after- 
noon last at which Frank Olivér, M. 
P., and M. McCauley, M. L. A., were 
present by invitation. There was a 
large attendance. The meeting was 
opened by M. McKinlay, president of 
the associaticn, who stated the points 
which it was desired by the associa- 
tion to bring before the attention of 
the government. There were: Ist, A 
railw ay. Settlement had extended so 
far out from the railway terminus, on 
| Stony Plain, that it was impossible to 
pee market the grain grown. 

|A railroad to Kootenay would be 
/8 good thing, but unless the farmers 
| could get to this end of the railway 
iP ‘ofit tably it mattered very little to 
'them where the other end was. Set- 
tlement had gone out in this direction 
| further from the present railway than 
was profitable, and would go an hund- 
‘red miles further west and north if 
‘they had a-railway. A railway to 
St. Albert had been spoken of. This 
should be extended to Stony Plain. 
2nd, Tariff reform. The farmers of
